The  burghers  of  Am- 
fte, dun  entered  into  a  modeft  refolutio'n  to  banilh 
for  ever  from  the  province  of  Holland,  the  prince 


and  princefs  of  Orange,  and  all  their  family !  that 
is,  1  he/  tahe  upon  themthc  t;  flc  of  expellirgartd.de- 
pofing  their  chiel  uuUiratc,  and  driving  what 
maybe  called  their  who'e  royal  family  out  of  the 
te  ntorics  of  the  lepub'ic,  which  Xhcy  have  aeon- 
ftitutiona!  right  to  govern And  all  this  without 
confulting  or  adVifirig  with  their  co-eftatcs  of  the  o- 
otberTu  provinces. 

Private  letters  by  yeiterday's  mail,  confidently  aft 
fort,  that  a  confiderab'c  body  of  Imperial  troops  aie 
on  their  maich  to  the  Auftrian  Netherlands  And 
by  the  fame  channel  we  learn,  that  the  king  ot 
P  uftia,  dilTafisfied  with  the anlwer  of  the  patriotic 
Hollanders*  has  ordered  an  army  of  <5o,coo  men  to 
the  frontiers  of  Holland,. to  fupport  the  intcreil  of 
the  ft  dtholder,  and  obtain  exemplary  fatisfaction 
for  the  intuit  offered  to  his  fifrcr.
